And that the Side and Diagon al of a Square are 
Incommenturable to one another, is Demonftrable 
_ the Laft Propofition of the Tenth Book of Eu 

lid's Elements. And {o Celebrateda Theorem was 
this among the Ancient Philolophers, thar Dr. Bar 
row eblerves of Plato, that He ventur’d to Affe 
that Perfons Ignorant of fo famous a Propaileion 
were not Men but Brutes. 

And yer, if there were no {uch + 
Divifibiliry, no Magnitudes cou'd be Incommentu- 
rable. For thenan JIndivifible Point wou'dbe the 
Common Meatlure of the forelaid Side and Diagos 
nalof a Square.
